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TERSE  TALKS  ON  TRADE  TOPICS:  IJIlth 

Briefing  Our  M.P.s 

Nearly  two  years  ago,  when  making  one  of  our  periodic 
appeals  to  the  motor  industry  to  take  in  hand  the  vitally 
necessary  job  of  telling  the  Government  and  the  public 
the  motoring  facts  of  life,  we  suggested  that  an  important 
job  was  the  feeding  of  essential  information  to  Members  of 
Parliament,  Since  then  we  have  returned  to  the  theme 
repeatedly  as  questions,  comments  and  attacks  in  Parliament 
have  revealed  again  and  again  the  Ignorance  and  prejudice 
which  prevails  about  the  functions  and  value  of  the  motor 
vehicle. 

We  are  happy  to  record  that  the  Idea  has  now  been  put 
into  practice — by  the  Parliamentary  and  Legal  Council  of  the 
Motor  Industry.  Since  their  formation  in  1944,  the  council 
have  done  much  good  work  “behind  the  scenes”  in  supplying 
information  on  motor  taxation  at  Budget  time.  But  we  believe 
that  the  statement  on  motor  taxation  which  they  have 
recently  prepared  is  the  first  of  this  sort  to  be  Issued  for  the 
education  of  M.P.s. 

The  statement  is  reproduced  in  this  issue,  and  we  consider 
that  the  council  have  earned  praise  for  their  effort.  Not  only 
Is  it  commendably  short  and  snappy,  but  the  statistics  show 
how  seriously  the  country’s  forward  movement  is  being  checked 
by  the  rein  of  motor  taxation. 

But  we  understand  that  the  council  have  no  immediate 
plans  for  repeating  the  performance.  We  therefore  appeal 
to  them,  on  behalf  of  the  thousands  of  manufacturers,  sup¬ 
pliers.  motor  agents  and  garagists  they  repre.sent,  to  carry  on 
the  good  work.  Only  by  repeated  driving  home  of  similar 
points  can  motoring  hope  to  gain  the  sort  of  freedom  that  is 
enjoyed  by,  say,  farming,  who.se  propaganda  machine  is  second 
to  none. 

We  have  only  one  criticism  of  the  statement  to  make — 
that  it  is  a  simple  duplicated  document.  How  much  more 
telling  and  “at-a-glance”  its  arguments  would  have  befm  had 
the  figures  been  supported  by  the  sort  of 
compelling  diagrams  which,  as  we  have 
shown,  the  Americans  have  employed  to 
make  the  U.S.A.  “automobile  conscious.” 
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ELECTRICAL  PRACTICE  FOR  APPRENTICES  (II) 

Control-Box  Inspection 


Lucas  R.F.91  unit 

WEEK  or  two  had  passed  by 
before  Mr.  Serkit  found  another 
opportunity  to  continue  Charlie’s 
education  In  electrical  shop  practice. 
The  boy  was  making  good  progress  in 
the  types  of  job  which  he  had  tackled, 
and  could  be  relied  upon  to  make  a 
thorough  Inspection  of  dynamos  and 
starters,  and  to  carry  out  tests  on 
finished  work. 

It  was  part  of  the  foreman’s  plan  to 
leave  Instruction  on  the  details  of 
repairs  until  Charlie  had  a  thorough 
grasp  of  the  requirements.  One  morn¬ 
ing  he  called  Charlie  over  to  the  in¬ 
spection  bench  and  introduced  the 
subject  of  regulator  control  boxes. 

“You  may  remember  that  when  we 
were  dealing  with  dynamos  on  tests, 
we  treated  each  machine  as  a  unit,” 
he  said.  “No  doubt  you  are  aware  that 
a  fair  number  of  regulators  are 
received  as  faulty,  either  from  the 
service  bay  or  from  customers  direct. 
With  very  few  exceptions,  we  send 
these  back  to  the  maker’s  works  and 
fit  replacements,  as  they  are  not  worth 
our  while  to  repair. 

“At  the  same  time  It  Is  essential  for 
us  to  establish  as  nearly  as  we  can  the 
reason  for  the  failure  of  the  unit.

WHEN  a  component  or  accessory 
is  sent  off  for  replating,  the 
garagist  often  doesn’t  know 
how  long  the  Job  should  take,  or  how 
good  the  deposit  should  be.  For  him, 
as  long  as  it  shines  it  is  plated.  This 
article  is,  therefore,  designed  to  give 
repairers  a  little  of  the  “know-how” 
on  electro  plating,  and,  more  import¬ 
ant,  what  specification  to  ask  for. 

First,  what  are  the  operations  that 
a  component  goes  through,  from  the 
time  it  arrives  at  the  platers  until  it 
is  returned  to  the  garage  a  supposedly- 
finished  article. 

First  the  old  plate  must  be  removed. 
This  Is  accomplished  in  a  solution  of 
sulphuric  acid,  with  an  additive  of 
glycerine,  the  latter  is  there  to  mini¬ 
mise  the  attack  upon  the  base  metal. 
To  strip  the  plate,  the  article  is  fixed 
to  the  anode,  or  positive  electrode,  and 
Immersed  in  the  solution. 

The  lead-lined  tank  is  made  the 
cathode  or,  negative  electrode.  A 
low  voltage  d.c.  current  (6  volts)  is  now 
passed  through  the  circuit.  The  com¬ 
bined  action  of  the  electricity  and  the 


Know-how**  of  the  process  and 
ensure  that  you  get 


chemicals  dissolves  the  plate,  which 
falls  to  the  bottom  as  sludge;  this 
usually  takes  around  30  minutes. 

After  stripping,  the  component  is 
passed  to  the  polishing  shop,  where 
it  receives  treatment  according  to  its 
condition  and  type  of  metal.  If  brass, 
this  usually  means  only  polishing  on 
a  soft  mop,  using  a  medium  cutting 
polishing  compound  having  a  tripoli 
base.  Steel  presents  a  somewhat  dlf-

ferent  problem,  but  a  usual  procedure 
is  to  emery  bob  the  surface,  using  in 
turn  felt  bobs  impregnated  with  60, 
90,  120  and  140  hole  emery  powder, 
finally  brushing  with  a  grease-emery 
compound.

article  becomes  the  positive  electrode 
for  a  period  of  30  seconds. 

The  reason  for  this  reverse  cleaning 
is  to  release  any  hydrogen  that  may 
have  become  absorbed  and  trapped  in 
the  surface  of  the  metal.  If  this  were 
not  done,  the  gas  might  give  rise  to 
trouble  at  a  later  date,  by  lifting  the 
plate  and  causing  stripping. 

It  is  now  well  swilled  in  water  and 
made  the  anode  in  a  solution  of  sul¬ 
phuric  acid,  to  etch  the  steel  surface 
and  give  the  following  deposit  of 
copper  a  good  keying  foundation.  It 
is  again  swilled  and  made  negative  in 
a  copper-plating  solution  for  a  few 
minutes,  after  removal  It  is  swilled 
and  hand  scoured  with  pumice 
powder,  swilled  again  and  passed 
through  a  weaker  solution  of  sul¬ 
phuric  acid  to  ensure  that  all  cyanides 
left  over  from  the  copper  plating 
operation  are  destroyed. 

Polishing  need 

It  is  now  made  the  cathode  or 
negative  electrode  in  the  nickel  plat¬ 
ing  bath,  where,  according  to  the  type 
of  solution  in  use,  it  will  remain  for  a 
period  of  one  to  two  hours. 

After  swilling  it  is  dried  and 
returned  to  the  polishing  shop,  where 
the  nickel  is  buffed  to  a  high  bril¬ 
liance.  This  is  necessary  to  ensure 
that  the  chrome  plating  Is  not  dull. 
Dull  grey  areas  on  a  finished  job  are 
often  the  result  of  bad  polishing. 

It  is  now  re-racked  and  placed  in 
the  chrome  plating  solution  for  10 
minutes,  after  which  it  is  removed, 
swilled  and  dried.  No  further  polish¬ 
ing  should  be  necessary  and.  after  a 
wipe  over  with  a  chamois  leather  it 
should  be  ready  for  the  garage  again. 

That,  briefly,  is  the  procedure  that 
a  bumper  would  pass  through.  Most 


items  receive  the  same  treatment, 
brass  being  a  far  easier  proposition 
than  steel,  and  zinc  base  dle-castlngs 
more  difficult. 

Platers  should  meet  B.S.S.  Specifi¬ 
cation  1224.  This  calls  for  a  minimum 
thickness  of  plate,  not  a  maximum. 
But  the  Electrodepositors  Society  set 
a  still  higher  standard.  Both  are  given 
in  the  accompanying  panel. 

Final  appearance  of  the  surface 
should  be  free  of  visible  defects,  such 
as  blisters,  pits,  unplated  areas, 
cloudy  patches,  cracks  or  stains.  A 
good  tip  which  can  easily  be  followed 
is  to  examine  the  plated  part  when 
received  under  tissue  paper,  this  dif¬ 
fused  light  shows  up  many  plating 
defects. 

When  the  garage  man  goes  to  the 
plater  he  should  ask  that  B.S.S.  1224

IVE  months  after  the  explosion 
at  M.  and  M.  Mart  Garage.  Bris¬ 
tol,  the  report  of  the  investiga¬ 
tion  into  the  incident  by  Sir  Laurence 
Rivers  Dunne,  Chief  Magistrate  of  the 
Police  Courts  of  the  Metropolis,  which 
was  carried  out  for  the  Home  Secre¬ 
tary,  has  been  published. 

The  report  Is  too  long  to  be  reproduced 
In  full,  and  we  give  here  extracts  from  the 
findings  and  the  recommendations  made 
by  Sir  I,aurence,  who  advocates  a  number 
of  amendments  to  the  Petroleum  Regula¬ 
tions  to  safeguard  against  a  similar  occur¬ 
rence.

Sir  Laurence  expresses  the  opinion  that 
there  Is  no  doubt  that  the  explosion  was 
caused  through  the  ignition  of  petrol 
va|H>urs  In  the  eellars  of  the  garage  follow¬ 
ing  the  overflow  of  a  tank  while  a  delivery 
was  being  made,  and  through  the  dip-pipe 
cap  not  being  screwed  on  during  delivery. 
The  ignition  of  I  lie  vapour  was  prohalily 
from  a  stove  in  tlie  cellar,  although  a  fuse- 
hoard,  whicli  was  prolialily  defe<-tlve,  was  a 
possllile  alternative. 

The  owner  of  the  garage.  Leonard  Masters, 
who  was  among  those  killed  In  the  explo¬ 
sion,  took  over  the  business  in  March,  1951, 
and  made  several  structural  alterations.  In¬ 
cluding  the  Installation  of  the  coke  stove 
and  the  fuse  board.  The  Inspector  In 
charge  of  the  Bristol  City  Police  Petroleum 
Branch,  the  authority  responsible  for  Issu¬ 
ing  petroleum  licences,  had  said  that  had 
he  known  of  these  alterations  no  licence 
would  have  been  Issued. 

No  inspection  in  1951 

sir  Laurence  draws  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  had  however  been  no  Inspection 
of  the  premises  at  any  time  during  1951, 
and  he  Is  emphatic  that  those  making 
Inspections  should  he  people  with  the  tech¬ 
nical  (luallflcations  necessary  for  such  work. 

His  report  goes  on; — 

"I  should  hesitate  long  before  saying 
that  any  shortcomings  In  the  system  of 
licensing  under  the  Act  of  1928,  or  super¬ 
vising  llcen-sed  premises  or  premises  which 
should  be  licensed  are  sufficiently  proxi¬ 
mate  to  rank  In  any  sense  as  causes  of  this 


disaster.  Tliey  are  however  In  my  view 
clearly  circumstances  attending  It,  and  I 
think  it  right  to  make  certain  observations 
upon  these  matters. 

‘‘Section  2  of  the  Act  Is  that  which  form¬ 
ulates  the  .system  under  which  the  licens¬ 
ing  of  premises  to  keep  petroleum  spirit  is 
to  be  carried  out.  The  whole  thing  Is  left 
to  the  local  authority,  and  the  Act  re.serves 
no  express  right  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
or  other  Minister  to  make  regulations  or  to 
Interfere  with  the  local  authority  In  the 
performance  of  their  function  under  Sec¬ 
tion  2. 

Right  of  entry  withheld 

“The  .\ct  provides  no  power  of  entry  (by 
(lovernment  Inspectors)  to  .see  wiiether  the 
conditions  of  a  licence  under  .Section  2  are 
being  broken,  or  to  review  the  licence  or  to 
take  any  steps  whatsoever  where  Section  2 
applies,  except  to  enter  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  compliance  with  the  Regula¬ 
tions  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  that 
Is  conveyance,  and  with  the  matter  of  post¬ 
ing  notices. 

“In  the  City  of  Bristol  the  duty  of  attend¬ 
ing  to  the  requirements  of  Section  2  has 
been  delegated  to  the  Watch  Committee, 
and  they.  In  turn,  have  In  fact  delegated 
the  entire  administration  of  Section  2  to 
the  Chief  Constable. 

“There  appears  to  have  been  no  super¬ 
vision  over  the  numbers  or  nature  of  new 
licences  by  the  Watch  Committee  itself,  or 
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an  immediate  con- 
■  WAT  ditlon  for  all  fresh 
I  mJm  licences  and  a  con- 

B  A%J^  T  T  dition  of  renewal 

as  soon  as  possible. 
Only  so  can  the 
authority  keep  track  of  alterations  In  lay¬ 
out  which  may  vitally  affect  the  suitability 
of  the  premises. 

“There  is  a  memorandum  prepared  by 
H.M.  Inspectors  of  Explosives  which  con¬ 
tains  an  arranged  list  of  suggested  condi¬ 
tions  for  inclusion  in  llcence.s  for  the 
different  types  of  Installation.  I  recom¬ 
mend  that  copies  of  this  memorandum  be 
circulated  to  all  authorities  concerned  to 
a.sslst  them  In  reviewing  their  existing 
forms  of  licence 


as  to  the  qualification  or  training  of  tlie 
officers  selected  to  do  the  work. 

"In  the  City  Police  Force  Itself,  petroleum 
licences  are  the  concern  of  the  Petroleum. 
Hackney  Carriage  and  Explosives  Branch. 
This  consists  of  three  officers:  In-spector 
Holt.  Sergt.  Nix  and  PC.  Ashton.  Neither 
Iiis|HM-tor  Holt  nor  Ills  subordinates  liud 
any  technical  qualifications  for  the  work. 

‘In  the  course  of  his  evidence.  Inspector 
Holt  admitted  that  had  he  known  of  the 
alterations  to  the  premises  he  would  never 
have  licensed  them,  and  agreed  that  in 
that  form  they  never  should  have  been 
licensed  at  all. 

“Ills  qualification  that  had  they  been  in 
the  form  licensed  to  .Mr.  Iturnard  (Mr. 
Masters'  predecessor),  lie  would  have 
licensed  them  loses  a  little  imint  when 
one  finds  that  from  June,  1<)4<),  when  Mr. 
liurnard  took  over  the  premises,  to  Sept¬ 
ember,  1950,  they  were  never  Inspected,  and 
that  the  plan  prmluced  to  me  as  relating 
to  these  premises  bears  not  the  slightest 
relation  to  the  layout  as  it  existed  In  June, 
1949. 


Numbering  for  tanks 

"I  recommend  the  Inclusion  of  a  condi¬ 
tion  of  all  licences  to  the  effect  that  all 
tanks  should  be  plainly  numliered  where 
accessible,  and  that  dip-pipes  and  fiii-points 
leading  thereto  should  bear  a  similar 
number. 

“There  are  two  other  matters  whlrh  I 
think  should  always  appear  In  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  licence: — 

“(a)  That  it  Is  a  condition  that  the 
iicensee  undertakes  to  notify  tiie  licensing 
authority  when  he  intends  to  transfer  his 
interest  in  the  premises  before  the  end  of 
the  current  iierlod.  Tills  notice  to  be  in 
any  case  not  less  than  one  month  before 
the  date  of  transfer. 

“(b)  That  the  licensing  authority  may  at 
any  time  suspend  or  revoke  the  licence  If 
it  appears  that  the  conditions  are  being 
broken  In  such  a  way  as  to  Impair  the 
safety  of  the  premises  or  the  public.  It  Is 
manifestly  Important  that  the  authority 
should  be  able  to  step  in  at  once  and  have 
matters  remedied  and  not  wait  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  period  of  the  licence  to  elapse. 

“I  recommend  that  to  Regulation  4  (c) 


Layout  condition 

“I  recommend  that  the  attention  of  all 
local  authorities  should  be  drawn  to  the 
Importance  of  keeping  under  review  their 
forms  of  licence  and  the  conditions  con¬ 
tained  therein,  and  to  seeing  that  the  con¬ 
tents  are  sufficiently  clear  and  comprehen¬ 
sive  and  the  arrangement  satisfactory.  I 
think  It  most  Important  that  all  llceiiees 
should  be  ha.sed  on  and  have  attached  to 
them  a  plan  of  the  layout,  a  <'opy  of  which 
should  he  deposited  with  the  licensing 
authority.

material  factor  In  the  cost  of  living.  Every¬ 
one  has  an  Interest  In  reducing  motor  tax¬ 
ation  to  bring  down  the  cost  of  living. 

The  higher  costs  of  operating  a  vehicle 
must  In  the  long  run  result  In  a  lowering 
of  domestic  demand.  This  may  be  an  Im¬ 
mediate  necessity,  but  It  Is  submitted  that 
this  should  be  regarded  as  a  very  short  term 
policy.

Not  for  cutting 

OINT  for  those  who  are  concern¬ 
ing  themselves  with  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  economy  cars.  The  use 
of  very  small  wheels  saves  some  weight 
no  doubt,  and  lops  a  little  off  the 
production  cost.  It  can  aid  stability. 
But  one  can  see  no  other  advantages 
— and  the  disadvantages  would  appear 
to  outweigh  them.  To  be  usable 
everywhere,  a  motor  vehicle  needs  to 
have  reasonable  ground  clearance. 
And  to  be  seated  too  close  to  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  road  is  not  a  pleasant 
sensation,  particularly  in  city  traffic. 
Also,  as  I  gather,  the  insurance  world 
is  inclined  to  take  a  dim  view  of  a 
car  that  could  get  run  over,  literally, 
by  a  big  lorry.  Wheel  diameters  are 
not  among  the  things  to  be  cut  down. 


a  full-size  automobile  body  riding  on 
rails  on  the  inner  circumference  of 
the  single  road  wheel.  Moreover,  his 
experiments  were  successful,  the  only 
catch  being  that  he  was  debarred  by 
the  Transport  Ministry  from  taking 
his  contrivance  on  to  the  road,  for 
the  reason  that  it  was  not  equipped 
with  a  pneumatic  tyre.  That,  how¬ 
ever,  did  not  stop  him  from  demon¬ 
strating  it  at  Brooklands,  where  some 
readers  may  have  seen  it,  or  from 
seeking  orders  from  the  amusement 
caterers.

A 
few  at  any  rate  were  sold,  the  pro¬ 
duction  bt'ing  undertaken  by  Fetters 
of  Yeovil. 


Queerest  yet? 

OME  very  strange  motor  cars  have 
been  devised  at  different  times. 
Oddest  of  all.  many  may  think, 
was  that  gyroscopic  effort  with  two 
wheels  only  that  WoLseleys  built  for 
a  Russian  inventor.  But  I  once 
motored  in  something  even  odder.  It 
was  the  creation  of  a  certain  Dr.  John 
Purves,  FR.S.E.,  who  must  have 
ranked  among  the  pioneers  of  our  in¬ 
dustry,  according  to  what  I  gathered. 
He  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  intro¬ 
ducing  motor  buses  in  London,  and 
apparently  his  career  was  highly  suc¬ 
cessful.  At  any  rate,  he  was  able  to 
take  a  largish  country  house  not  far 
from  Taunton,  where  he  maintained  a 
considerable  establishment.  There  he 
settled  to  develop  a  theory,  which  was 
that  the  ideal  motor  vehicle  is  the 
monowheel.  In  support  of  it,  he  could 
produce  some  telling  arguments.

Adjustin(i  Computer  Pumps 

Sir, — The  thanks  of  all  hon.  Members  are 
due  to  the  hon.  Member  for  Ilford,  Mr.  C.  R. 
Wilson  (April  19th  ls.sue)  for  his  most  valu¬ 
able  hint  on  the  computor  pump.  Actually 
this  would  apply  to  almost  any  make  of 
pump  if,  as  it  seems,  the  Veeder  Roote  head 
Is  common  to  all  computors. 

We  have  now  modified  all  our  pumps,  with 
every  satisfaction,  and  on  some  of  them  we 
have  been  able  to  take  the  modification  one 
stage  further.  By  moving  the  fractional 
pence  sliding  gearwheel  upwards  on  Its 
spindle,  and  drilling  a  new  peg  hole,  we  now 
have  computors  at  the  correct  figure, 
4s.  3id.  per  gallon. 

On  .some  of  these  heads  a  packing  piece 
has  been  fitted,  and  In  these  cases  you  would 
have  to  dismantle  the  whole  mechanism  to 
withdraw  the  bush  from  the  spindle  and 


Adjusting  Computor  Pumps 

Sir, — The  writer  has  been  asked  to  let  you 
have  our  comments  concerning  the  letter 
(April  19th  tssue)  from  a  u.ser  of  .some  of  our 
computing  pumps  concerning  the  method 
which  he  has  found  of  causing  our  old  style 
computors  to  record  at  the  current  price  of 
4s.  3d.  per  gallon. 

The  suggestions  outlined  by  this  u.ser  are 
already  known  to  us,  and  whilst  It  Is  true 
that  by  means  of  the  “trick”  arrangement 
suggested  It  Is  po.s.slble  for  the  mechanism 
to  compute  at  a  price  of  4s.  3d.  per  gallon. 
It  Is  nevertheless  Impossible  to  show  cor¬ 
rectly  the  price  per  gallon. 

This  and  various  other  .schemes  were  care¬ 
fully  considered  by  our  engineers,  and  the 
final  result  of  their  deliberations  was  that 
In  order  to  extend  the  range  of  these  com¬ 
putors  beyond  the  price  limit  of  3s.  lljd. 
per  gallon  for  which  they  were  originally 
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designed,  certain  modifications  would  be 
necessary. 

These  modifications  were  submitted  to  the 
Standards  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
and  have  their  approval,  and  It  Is  now  pos¬ 
sible  for  any  of  our  customers  to  have  their 
computers  modified. 

It  Is  not.  Incidentally,  necessary  for  old- 
style  computers  to  be  replaced  as  the  modi¬ 
fication  can  be  done  on  site. 

We  would  point  out  that  the  arrangement 
suggested  by  the  user  does  not  have  the 
approval  of  the  Standards  Department  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and  local  Weights  and 
Mea.sures  Inspectors  are,  therefore,  quite 
liable  to  refuse  to  stamp  a  pump  used  In 
this  manner. 

The  price  per  gallon  which  would  appear 
In  the  dial  when  the  computor  Is  set  up  In 
the  manner  suggested  would  be  7d.  per  gal¬ 
lon  only  as  a  blank  would  appear  In  the 
shillings  window.  It  has,  of  course,  been 
argued  that  the  price  setting  windows  could 
be  pasted  over  with  a  paper  label  showing 
the  correct  price  per  gallon,  but  as  you  will 
readily  appreciate  this  would  provide  no 
safeguard  to  the  motorist  that  the  price  per 
gallon  had  In  fact  been  properly  set. 

We  trust  that  this  gives  you  all  the  Infor¬ 
mation  necessary,  but  If  you  desire  any 
further  clarification  please  do  not  hesitate 
to  call  upon  us.

trade  apprentices  who  had  obtained  their 
City  and  Guilds  certificate  this  year  were 
not  allowed  (repeat,  not  allowed)  to  take 
the  practical  part  of  the  examination  to 
enable  them  to  obtain  the  National  Crafts¬ 
man’s  Certificate,  the  object  of  their  studies. 

The  reason  for  this  Is  that  the  Scar¬ 
borough  Tech.  Inst.  Is  not  an  "approved 
college”  so  far  as  motor  apprentices  are  con¬ 
cerned.  All  the  equipment  specified  has  not 
been  provided,  due  to  Insufficient  finance 
being  made  available. 

That  hard-working  students,  and  Insti¬ 
tute  staff,  should  be  denied  the  natural  ful¬ 
filment  of  their  efforts,  through  no  fault  of 
their  own  whatsoever.  Is  deplorable. 

It  so  happens  that  these  particular  boys 
are  considered  capable  of  sitting  for  the 
Technicians’  Certificate,  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  them  to  attend  cla.s.ses 
at  the  nearest  approved  college,  which  Is  at 
York.  This  arrangemimt  Involves  a  round 
journey  of  over  80  miles,  three  times  per 
week,  36  weeks  a  year,  for  two  years,  a  total 
of  nearly  18,000  miles. 

But  what  happens  if  this  arrangement 
falls  down?  And,  more  serious  still,  what  of 
the  apprentices  not  quite  good  enough  to  go 
forward  for  this  even  higher  certificate? 
They  cannot  obtain  their  National  Crafts¬ 
man’s  Certificate;  therefore  do  they  remain 
for  all  time  half  qualified,  neither  one  thing 
nor  the  other? 

Is  the  equipment  scale  laid  down  by  the 
N.J.I.C.  completely  Inflexible?  Can  It  not 
be  adjusted  to  meet  these  difficulties?  If 
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not,  what  steps  are  being  taken  to  speed  up 
the  supply  of  finance  to  obtain  the  equip¬ 
ment  considered  essential,  and  what  alter¬ 
natives  are  being  devised  to  help  these  boys 
obtain  the  full  certificate? 

There  must  be  many  less-populated  dis¬ 
tricts  In  this  country  faced  with  the  very 
same  problem,  and  very  many  boys  In  the 
same  position.  Tlie  motor  trade,  and  the 
country  as  a  whole,  cannot  afford  to  dis¬ 
hearten  good  sound  lads  and  hard-working 
Instructional  staff.  Neither  can  the  Indus¬ 
try  be  run  with  half-qualified  experts.

Dipsticks  And  Fiowmeters 

Sir, — I  was  particularly  Interested  In  your 
paragraph  "Dipstick  Condemned  Again" 
("G.  and  M.A.,"  dated  April  19th I.  As  the 
depot  manager  of  a  large  firm  with  several 
branches  It  has  been  a  constant  source  of 
concern  to  myself  and  my  petrol  attendants 
that  the  dipstick  method  used  by  all  petrol 
firms  was  so  prone  to  giving  Incorrect 
measure  and  gave  ample  opportunities  for 
abuse.  I  use  this  strong  term  with  some 
knowledge'. 

It  was  noted  that  a  certain  filling  station 
received  a  call  from  a  tanker  at  least  three 
times  a  week  and  always  after  normal  hours. 
Subsequent  Investigation  proved  that  the 
tanker  “dropped"  small  quantities  such  as 
25,  30  or  In  some  ca.ses  50  gallons  for  which 
the  driver  was  reimbursed  at  the  rate  of  2s. 
per  gallon.  Further  comment  Is  unneces¬ 
sary  except  to  say  that  the  petrol  company 
concerned  was  In  no  way  to  blame  and  dealt 
with  the  driver  appropriately. 

As  I  consider  the  petrol  dipstick  abso¬ 
lutely  usele.ss  I  contacted  all  the  companies 
suggesting  that  fiowmeters  should  be  In¬ 
stalled.  Their  replies  were  all  In  the  same 
tone,  slightly  Ironical,  to  the  effect  that  dip¬ 
sticks  had  always  been  used  and  were  con¬ 
sidered  quite  efficient.  "In  any  ca.se,"  quoted 
one  large  concern,  "yours  Is  the  first  com¬ 
plaint  we  have  received.” 

Recently  a  well-known  oil  concern  has 


commenced  marketing  petrol  and  all 
delivery  tankers  have  flowmeters  Installed. 
WhlLst  I  do  not  agree  with  100  per  cent,  rep¬ 
resentation,  I  am  now  receiving  my  entire 
supplies  from  them  and  I  will  always 
patronl.se  the  petrol  company  fitting  these 
meters.

Leaders  for  a  century 
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Signal  is  now  green 

HEN  the  present  Government 
came  into  power,  there  were 
those  who  looked  for  quick 
changes,  including  immediate  action 
on  certain  matters  of  which  de¬ 
nationalisation  was  one.  They  under¬ 
rated  the  difficulties,  and  the  prelim¬ 
inary  “cleaning  up,”  particularly  of 
the  country’s  financial  position,  was 
bound  to  take  a  considerable  time. 

It  was  not  unnatural,  however,  that  in 
Indu.stry,  as  well  as  the  political  field.  Im¬ 
patience  .soon  manifested  It-self,  and  there¬ 
after  Increased.  The  lights  were  showing 
amber  Interminably,  It  seemed. 

However,  the  colour  has  changed,  and  the 
Prime  Minister  has  promised  an  early  res¬ 
toration  of  road  tran-sport  to  private  owner¬ 
ship.  His  announcement  was  certainly 
timely,  and  should  quell  much  of  the  re.s- 
tlveness  that  has  undoubtedly  been  felt  of 
late  among  members  of  his  own  party. 
Whether  it  would  have  arisen  If  they  had 
been  made  more  fully  conscious  of  the 
gravity  of  the  position  when  Mr.  Churchill 
a.s.sumcd  office  Is  perhaps  beside  the  point. 

The  unscrambling  of  the  nationalisation 
egg  can  be  no  easy  operation.  But  we  may 
be  well  content  that  It  Is  to  be  put  In  hand 
without  much  further  delay.  As  the  road 
transport  Industry  Is  freed,  so  the  motor 
trade  can  look  for  a  continuing  expansion 
of  buslne.ss,  .subject  only  to  availability  of 
•supplies. 

Subject  for  inquiry 

Thie  problem  of  transport  facilities  Is  a 
highly  complicated  one  when  viewed  as  a 
whole.  It  can  only  properly  be  regarded  In 
that  way,  but  there  Is  a  natural  tendency  to 
consider  It  In  the  light  of  a  sectional  In¬ 
terest,  and  It  Is  Just  as  wrong  for  motor 
trade  folk  to  think  only  In  terms  of  roads 
as  It  Is  for  others  to  seek  preferential  treat¬ 
ment  for  the  railways  on  every  l.ssue. 

The  primary  need  Is,  of  course,  for  cheap 
rates  both  for  freight  and  travel,  coupled 
with  efficient  services.  That  must  always  be 
the  overriding  consideration,  but  with  the 
reservation  that,  whatever  else  happens,  we 
cannot  afford  a  collapse  of  the  railway  sy.s- 
tem.  Ways  and  means  must  be  found,  some¬ 


how,  of  preserving  this  still  indlspen.sabie 
as.set,  and  bringing  it  to  a  paying  footing. 

There  Is  much  to  be  .said  for  the  sugge.s- 
tlon  that  the  whole  subject  calls  for  a 
•special  Investigation.  This  was  the  con¬ 
cluding  point  of  a  very  well-balanced  lead¬ 
ing  article  that  appeared  recently  In  the 
"Dally  Mall,”  and  the  writer  added  that  It 
Is  time  that  fresh  minds  and  Ideas  were 
brought  to  bear  on  the  situation. 

There  It  may  be  .said  that  he  hit  the  right 
nail  on  the  head.  Rail  management  In  this 
country  appears  to  be  thoroughly  out  of 
date,  at  any  rate  .so  far  as  an  outsider  can 
judge  It  and  drastic  modernl.satlon  alone 
holds  any  promise  of  retrieving  the  position. 
It  has  for  long  been  the  writer's  contention 
that  the  co-operation  of  the  motor  Indu.stry 
could  achieve  the  result  desired,  although 
the  argument  need  not  be  restated  now. 

In  that  connection.  It  Is  Interesting  to 
observe  that  Brltl.sh  Ov»-rseas  Airways  are 
now  making  a  profit,  and  .seek  no  Govern¬ 
ment  grant  for  the  coming  year.  Tills  con¬ 
trasts  with  a  lo.ss  of  over  ib4J  million  in 
1950-51.  There  were  tho.se  who  r»'gr«*tt»-d 
that  Sir  Miles  Thomas  should  have  left  the 
motor  Industry  to  throw  In  his  lot  with  a 
State  undertaking.  However,  he  has  cer¬ 
tainly  obtained  re.sult.s.  and  what  the  rail¬ 
ways  appear  to  need  most  Is  the  .services  of 
a  man  of  equal  calibre. 

Turner  diesel  news 

So  accustomed  Is  the  motor  Industry  to 
price  lncrea.ses  that  the  announcement  of  a 
reduction  still  comes  as  a  surprise,  d«-splte 
the  recent  move  by  the  tyre  makers.  The 
Turner  Mfg.  Co.  are  now  offering  their  well- 
known  V-four  heavy  oil  engines  at  lower 
figures,  and  the  cuts  are  substantial.  In  the 
ca.se  of  the  unit  arranged  for  tank  cooling, 
cost  to  the  buyer  comes  down  from  £327  lOs. 
to  £294.  Revised  lists  are  being  sent  out  to 
agents. 

This  welcome  change  has  been  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  increa.sed  production,  largely  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  tractor  manu¬ 
facturing  side  of  the  business,  while  im¬ 
proved  methods  have  also  result»d  In 
I'conomles.

NO  SPEED  LIMIT  WHEN  C-UTILITY  USED  AS  CAR 

APPLIES  ONLY  TO  GOODS  CARRYING,  SAYS  COURT 


PKTTV  SKSSION  i)K(  ISION  I  PIIKI.I) 

HAT  a  ahootinK  brake  or  utility 
vehicle,  licensed  with  a  C  licence,  was 
not  subject  to  the  30  m.p  h.  speed 
limit  when  used  as  a  private  car  carrying 
passengers  Instead  of  for  the  carriage  of 
goods,  was  a  decision  upheld  In  the  Queen’s 
Bench  Divisional  Court  last  week. 

The  Court  (the  Lord  Chief  Justice.  Mr. 
Justice  Oliver  and  Mr.  Ju.stlce  Byrne)  dis¬ 
missed.  with  costs,  an  appeal  against  a 
decision  of  the  County  Petty  Se.sslonal 
Justices  at  Durham. 

The  Durham  Justices  had  refused  to  con¬ 
vict  William  James  Bell,  of  Thornaby  Road. 
Tliornaby-on-Tees.  of  exceeding  30  m.p.h. 
on  a  derlstrlcted  road  between  Durham 
and  Bowburn  last  August. 

A  C  licence  had  been  Issued  to  him  In 
respect  of  hLs  utility,  but  the  Justices 
found  that  at  the  material  time  I  he  shoot¬ 
ing  l»rake  was  being  used  iis  a  passenger 
vehicle,  and.  therefore,  was  not  subject  to 
the  gmMis  vehicle  sliced  limit. 

••COMTSINtJ  RKtJlI-ATIONS’ 

In  u  reference  to  the  confusing  state  of 
road  traffic  regulations,  the  Lord  Chief 
Ju.stlce  (Lord  Goddard)  said;  “These  regu¬ 
lations  are  supposed  to  he  understood  by 
persons  who  own  motor  cars. 

“How  anyone  <-an  understand  this  regu¬ 
lation — the  Motor  Vehicle  (Variations  «if 
S|M-ed  IJmlt)  Kegiilallons.  I!).’i() — I  cannot 
understand.” 

Giving  Judgment,  Lord  Goddard  said  the 
rea'  question  wa.s  whether  the  shooting 
brake— or  utility  van  as  It  was  al.so  known 
— was  a  “goods  vehicle"  in  this  case. 

He  held  that.  If  such  a  vehicle  with  a 
C  licence  was  not  being  used  as  a  goods 
vehicle,  the  conditions  imposed  upon  go«Kls 
vehicles  should  not  apply  while  It  was  being 
used  for  a  piiriiose  for  which  It  could  law¬ 
fully  he  used  without  a  <’  liismce. 

That  was  a  satisfying  construction  to  be 
placed  on  the  statutory  provisions  and 


regulations.  It  was  consi^stent  with  reason 
and  common  .sen.se  that  If  the  vehicle  was 
ased  to  carry  goods — apart  from  passengers' 
luggage — It  was  subject  to  the  restrictions, 
but  that.  If  not,  the  speed  limit  did  not 
arise. 

The  Justices  having  found  that  the  vehicle 
was  not  being  u.sed  to  carry  goods  had 
come  to  the  right  decision,  and  they  were 
to  be  congratulated  on  the  way  they  had 
found  their  way  through  the  rather  difficult 
mass  of  regulations.

Commenting  upon  the  "new  regulations" 
drawn  up  to  control  the  supply  of  new  cars, 
the  "Solicitors’  Journal"  says  that  it  lo  ditll- 
cult  to  see  how  the  B.M.T.A.  are  going  to 
get  the  necessary  evidence  of  need  from 
customers  unless  the  dealers — and  that  Is 
highly  unliltely — really  investigate  every 
application. 

"It  is  stated,  though  this  again  is  merely 
a  repetition  of  what  was  said  in  1950,  that 
manufacturers  will  make  it  a  condition  of 
supply  that  the  ‘new  rules’  are  strictly  ad¬ 
hered  to. 

"With  regard  to  deposits,  a  rule  Is  intro¬ 
duced  that  a  dealer  must  return  a  deposit 
unless  he  is  reasonably  certain  of  being 
able  to  deliver  in  six  months’  time.  It  is 
estimated  that  this  will  mean  a  return  of 
several  million  pounds  to  depositors 

“Inasmuch  as  the  past  six  years  have 
shown  the  dealers  to  have  a  very  strong 
Interest  in  the  disregard  of  schemes  regu¬ 
lating  delivery  of  new  cars,  it  is  to  be  re¬ 
gretted  that  the  measure  which  would  hnve 
put  them  out  of  temptation  is  not  to  be 
adopted,  namely,  a  prohibition  of  tiie  sale 
of  any  secondiiand  car  at  more  than,  say, 
iist  price  at  which  originaiiy  soid,  iess  iO 
per  cent,  for  depreriation.’’

According  to  the  advertLsement,  a  cross 
section  of  people  Interviewed  throughout 
all  the  States  revealed  that  four  out  of 
five  people  said  they  had  heard  of  the  plan 
to  have  service  stations  .selling  only  one 
brand  of  petrol.  Four  out  of  every  five 
who  gave  an  opinion  favoured  service  sta¬ 
tions  selling  more  than  one  brand  of  petrol. 

"The.se  opinions  strongly  indicated  that 
most  Australians  prefer  free  choice  of 
petrol  brands.  Independent  Service  Stations 
have  won  huge  popular  support  because 
they  have  given  the  motoring  public  what 
they  want — and  always  will  want — free 
choice  of  petrol  brands.’’  states  the  adver- 
tLsement.

‘  Tljls  successful  quarter’s  trading  which 
will  surprise  many  people  demonstrates  the 
continued  vitality  of  our  motor  Industry,” 
said  Director  K.  tlresliaiii  t’ooke,  of  the 
fSoclety  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and  Trad¬ 
ers,  In  a  comment  on  the  following  export 
figures. 

During  March,  33,503  new  cars  and 
chassis,  valued  at  Jil  1,963,607,  were  sent 
overseas.  These  figures  were  actually  higher 
than  lor  the  same  month  la-st  year,  when 
27,590  units,  valued  at  £8,462,140.  were 
exported. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  100,707 
new  cars  and  chassis  were  sent  abroad. 
These  were  valued  at  £35,647,761,  which  was 
the  highest  ever  in  value  lor  the  first  quar¬ 
ter  of  any  year. 

Australia  was  again  our  best  customer 
during  March,  talcing  7,133  cars  and  3,221 
chassis,  and  New  Zealand  came  next  with 
4,758  and  351  respectively. 

These  IlKUres  do  not  reflect  the  future 
IKtsitioii,  however,  as  It  was  during  .March 
that  holh  those  countries  decided  to  Impose 
severe  restrictions  on  their  imports. 

Commercial  vehicles  and  chassis  .sent 
overseas  during  March  totalled  13,274  units, 
valued  at  £7,462,473,  compared  with  10,040, 
valued  at  £4,395,697,  in  March,  1951. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  38,515 
commercial  vehicles  and  cha.ssls  were  ex¬ 
ported,  valued  at  £21,606,115.  This  was  also 
the  highest  in  value  for  the  first  three 
months  of  any  year. 

Agricultural  tractors  exported  during 
March  numbered  10,111  as  against  8.319  a 
year  ago.

Biting  its  own  taii 

HE  Book  of  Life  Is  open ! 
The  pages  of  events  are  slowly 
turning  over.  I  think,  deeply. 

Indeed  I  do,  as  I  picture  the  world 
madly  gyrating  and  trying  to  bite  Its 
own  tall,  like  a  frisky  dog.  As  Is  usual 
these  days  we  are,  right  now,  on  the 
edge  of  staggering  discoveries,  as 
science  piles  experiment  upon  experi¬ 
ment.  New  vistas  open  before  our  eyes 
almost  daily. 

The  world  Is,  meanwhile,  rapidly 
sorting  Itself  Into  endless  organisa¬ 
tions  for  something  or  other,  all  flog¬ 
ging  their  pet  theme  songs ;  some  poli¬ 
tical,  some  cultural,  some  industrial, 
some  artistic,  and  so  on.  Never,  Indeed, 
was  the  world  so  conscious  or  so  well 


“educated.”  Every  day  the  pedlar  of 
education  says  his  piece  and  pulls  his 
or  her  oar,  or  string. 

Tis  in  this  background  of  discovery 
and  wealth  of  knowledge  that  I  flick 
over  the  pages  of  cycling  and  motor¬ 
ing  lore.  Great  Events  are  nothing 
new.  They  have  always  been  with  us, 
and  with  rustic  simplicity  (in  contrast 
to  modem  complex  thought)  I  Illus¬ 
trate  my  theme. 

After  studying  a  few  things  like  the

An  hour  ago  I  negotiated  a  maze  of 
zebra  crossings,  dodging  ditherbugs  in 
dozens.  Things  were  different  in  1905. 
Editorial  comment  centred  on  a  sea¬ 
sonal  problem  .  .  .  “Warning  to  Motor¬ 
ists — Now  is  the  season  of  the  small 
boy  playing  tip-cat  and  spinning  top 
in  the  centre  of  the  road”  (“Motoring 
Illustrated”  28  2  05). 

The  “give-away”  idea 

One  of  the  ideas  which  emerge 
periodically  as  a  World  Shaking  Offer 
is  that  of  Giving  Something  Away. 
Consequently,  I  decided  to  go  back  to 
the  year  of  my  birth,  1892,  and  see  if 
anybody  had  then  rediscovered  this 
novel  method  of  gaining  publicity.

Many  new  features  of  design  and  construc¬ 
tion  combine  to  give  this  superb  battery  an 
average  life  far  in  excess  of  2  years.  Dual 
separation,  with  the  use  of  finely  felted  im¬ 
pregnated  glass  wool  sheets  to  armour  the 
positive  plates  :  the  patented  vent  plug, 
and  the  container  of  high  quality  ebonite 
—  every  part  of  the  battery  has  been 
designed  for  long  life  and  high  perform¬ 
ance.  All  that  Britain’s  largest  battery 
manufacturer  has  learned  in  more  than  SO 
years  has  gone  into  ‘Double-Life’ 
— the  supreme  car  battery 
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to  be  pleased  If  they  put  the  plating 
on  properly  the  Hrst  time! 

World  shakers  are  always  with  us, 
but  they  are  doomed  to  take  a  back 
seat  as  time  goes  on.  Old-timers  still 
remember  the  cycle  boom,  and  the 
dumping  of  cheap  American  cycles 
here  following  attempts  at  monopoly 
and  so  on. 

Out  motoring  a  few  days  ago  a 
friend  commented  on  a  business  house 
which  had  gone  outside  Its  own  lines 
to  augment  Its  turnover.  Here  again 
I  quote,  for  just  before  motor  cars 
were  introduced  seriously  in  this 
country  the  “Hardwareman”  men¬ 
tioned  that  a  Birmingham  manufac¬ 
turing  concern  preferred  to  place  the 
agency  for  their  cycles  with  Iron¬ 
mongers,  rather  than  cycle  agents. 
Had  the  movement  gained  momentum 
doubtless  the  cycle  agents  would  have 
become  Ironmongers,  for  this  “poach¬ 
ing”  Is  nothing  new.  But  it  has 
dangers  and  wants  watching  at  all 
times.  Including  the  present  day. 

Another  world  rocker  Is  television 
and,  before  It,  sound  radio.  That  re¬ 
minds  me  of  the  dreadful  and  distor¬ 


ted  noise  which  appears  on  the  air  at 
our  modern  Motor  Shows.  But  whilst 
I  cringe  at  the  row  I  look  at  rapt  faces 
round  about  and  realise  that  the 
trouble  lies  with  me.  If  distorted 
sound  had  been  my  lot  from  birth  I’d 
know  no  better.  Here  again  an  old 
trade  cycle  paper  of  1895  reports  on 
the  Stanley  Cycle  Show.  And  t 
advent  of  the  phonograph  as  an  aid 
to  sales  chatter. 

Both  have  whiskers 

It  is  a  long  step  from  that  phono¬ 
graph  of  1895  to  the  disc  recorder  I 
was  looking  at  in  my  accountant’s 
office  a  few  days  ago.  To  get  to  his 
office  I  drove  a  car  with  hydraulic 
brakes. 

Many  associate  this  type  of  brake 
with  Malcolm  Loughead  in  the  United 
States  in  the  early  twenties,  and  later 
with  Lockheed  here.  But  in  1895  a 
firm  exhibited  a  hydraulic  brake  for 
cycles.  Principles  take  a  long  time  to 
become  accepted  practice. 

At  which  point,  having  got  nowhere 
at  all,  I  back  out  gracefully  and  cease 
chattering.
